Annual Rates per Thousand: 


Rates in the form of "amual rates 
per thousand men" are conventionally 
used in medical statistics and 
reporting. They serve the purpose of 
basing observations on a common time- 
period. Most annual rates in this 
report are based on observation of a 
month-long period; such rates can be 
converted to rough percentages for the 
month by dividing them by 120. 


Crude Death Rates: 
This term applies to deaths from all 
causes among the entire army in the 


theater, as distinct from death rates 
specific for cause, age, risk, and so on.

1. NON-EFFECTIVENESS 


The corrected rate for February shows a marked increase over 
January, as predicted. The estimated rate for March shows an increase 
over February. 


2. ADMISSION TO SICK REPORT 


The corrected admission rate for February increased over January, 
as predicted. The apparent decrease in March admission rate may not 
be indicative of the true picture since all rates were calculated upon 
incomplete Weekly Statistical Health Reports, whereas the strength was 
corrected to agree with the Station List. 


3. DEATHS 


There was a marked increase in the death rate for the SWPA in February 
due mostly to large increases in the numbers killed in action and died of 
wounds. There was also a significant increase in accidental deaths due 
to air transportation, motor vehicles, poisoning and drowning. 


h. EVACUATIONS 


There was a marked increase in the evacuation rate in February com 
pared to January due mostly to the increased number of patients evacuated 
for battle casualties and dermatitis. The rate for all evacuations did 
not change in March. However, the evacuations for battle casualties 
again increased. There was a corresponding decrease in "Other Conditions 
All" in March. There were 1163 patients evacuated to the United States 
in February by air and 1173 in March. There were 3188 patients awaiting 
evacuation to the United States on 1 March and }))16 on 1 April. 


5. HOSPITAL BEDS 
Eight hundred fixed beds attached from the Pacific Ocean Area were 


returned to administrative control of that theater. All the beds listed 
as under construction were in operation in March.

The number of Dental Officers reporting the above Dental Service for the month 
of February was 759 with the ratio of total Dental Officers to the total strength 
being 1.2 per 1000 men, or one dentist for every 836.1 men. 


The admission rate for Stomatitis, Vincent's, during February was 8.9 per 1000 
per annum or 0.7 per 1000 for the month, a slight decrease fram preceding month. 


For every tooth extracted, 1.2 were replaced by dentures or bridges, indicating 
that 20% more teeth were replaced than extracted. The average number of teeth re- 
placed by each partial denture caustructed was 6.1. During the month 691 defective 
bridges were repaired or recemented. For each tooth extracted, there were 5.0 per- 
manent restorations, (fillings, etc) inserted. The average number of permanent 
restorations per reporting Dental Officer was 113.5. The average number of teeth 
extracted per reporting Dental Officer was 22.5, For the Amalgam restorations, 
35.4% were Oxyphosphate and Amalgam. Of the Silicate restorations, 6.) were Oxy- 
phosphate and Silicate. 


All the above ratings were computed on the basis of the Mean Strength of 
February 1945.
